COLLINS AND BLALOCK, THE CONDEMNED. 


THE SENTENCE OF THE LAW 
TO BE EXECUTED ON FRI- 
DAY AT SMITHFIELD. 


A FULL CONFESSION MADE TO 


THE “NEWS” REPORTER. . 


| David Collins, white, and Alexan- 
der Blalock, colored, charged and 
convicted of the crime of murder will, 
if not pardoned or respited by the 
Governor, be executed in the jai _— 
enclosure, in the town of Smithfield, 
Johnston county, next Friday. Seve- 
ral days ago we visited the prisoners 
in their cell in the Wake county jail, 
and asked if they had,or would make 
any confession of the crime of which 
they had been convicted. Both re- 
fused, but on ee we made a 
second visit, when both expresesd a 
willingness to make a clean breast of 
the whole affair. Each of the priso- 
ners seemed thoroughly impressed 
with their awful situation, and we 
hope and believe are prepared for the 
terrible doom that. await thom with a 
firm and abiding hope of 
better world. They were in separate 
dungeons, and had no way of com- 
munication,one with the other,and as 
the statements corroborate with each 
other, we believe them to be strictly 
true. Collins remarked, ‘‘as this is 
my dying statement, I desire to be 
especially cautious to say nothing 
that would even bear a construction 
notin strict accordance with the 
truth.” 

The prefatory remarks of Blalock 
in his confession were similar to 
those of Collins. The confessions 
were taken down verbatim, and so we 
report them. 

CONFESSION OF DAVID COLLINS. 


On the 6th day of September be- 
tween sunset and dark Alex. Blalock 
and Jacob Hood came to my house 
and said to me that Allen Jones had 
gone up the road with a, load of bas- 
kets; that they were going up the 
road to meet him to whip him. They 
said Johnny and Rute Lassiter had 
agreed to help them, and desired to 
know ifI would help. Myanswer was 
I would. I told them to go home and 
I would go and see John and Kute 
Lassiter. When I got tothe Lassi- 
ters house the boys did not seem to 
know much about it. I asked 
them to go with me down to 
Mlick’s (Blalock’s). When got 
there, both Hood and Blalock came 
out with frocks and bonnets on, 
thoroughly disguised, with clubs in 
their hands. 1 remarked, ‘‘what in 
the hell are you going to do with 
these clubs ?’’ They replied, ‘‘we are 
going up the road to whip Allen 
Jones.’’ I said ‘‘I do not not propose 
to whip him with sticks, and did not 
wish to use any weapons beyond a 
keen hickory.’’ While talking at 
Blalock’s house, the news came that 
Allen Jones had come home. Alex 


and said, ‘‘Yes, old Allen has come 
home.’’ So we will postpone the 
whipping for this time. In this time, 
Mrs Lassiter was calling loudly 
for her boys to come home. I | 
told them we would go to Allen’s | 
next morning and have the talk 
all over and we would either make 
him take back what he had said or 
else I would whip him. I then left 
and went over to Mrs. Jones, and 
was not there more than fifteen min- 
utes before Hood and Blalock came 
to the door and wanted to borrow 
Johnny Lassiter’s gun. I walked out 
on the step and asked them what 
in the hellthey wanted with agun,”’ 
You don’t intend to kill that man 
do you? The answer was no, but 
we are going to whip him. I said, 
ou don’t want any gun to whip 
1im with. Hood remarked to Bla- 
lock, ‘‘no, we need no gun,.’”’ John- 
ny Lassiter told them that they 
had better let it alone. Bla 
lock string in_ his 
hand six inches long twisting it 
and said I would whip him this 
night, for he ain’t worth this string. 
I then remarked, you had better let 
it alone, when they went off. In 
about an hour I started home, and 
when about 200 yards down the lane 
I heard some one running after me. 
I halted and Hood and Blalock came 
up to me and says ‘‘let’s go and 
whip him any how.’’ I told them 
to wait until morning. They then 
asked me if I would go if they would 
wake me up at midnighi. I told 
them no, to wait till morning. They 
said if I would go that I need not go 
in the house, that they would bring 
him out in the road. I told them 
to go back home, that I had been 
sick, but if I felt better I would come 
over to Blalock’s house When I[ 
went Blalock was asleep and he got 
up and came out. I asked him if he 
did not think he could get Allen out 
without taking him by force. He 
said yes, he would go and tell him 
his mare was sick, and get him to 
come and help him to drench her, 
Allen would not come. He went 
back to borrow his shirt, he again 
failed. A third time he went to bor- 
row some soap, but still he refused 
togetup. I then told him if he could 
only be gotten out of his house by 
force we had better drop it. Hesaid 
no,he would go after Hood. Hegoton 
his mare and went after Hood, then 
came down in the woods to me and 
said that they would go in and bring 
Allen out. Says I, do you think you 
could bring him out without hurting 
him? They said they could. Says I, 
boys,you must not use weapons. They 
then went into the house, Hood ask- 
ing my brother forasmall walking 
stick. I said, no, you can have no 
stick, use nothing of that kind. I 
again cautioned them about not hurt- 
ing him. They then went in. I 
heard ascuffling, when my brother 
says, let’s run. Isaid no, I would 
notrun. In a few minutes Allen 
Jones was dragged across the road to 
me; I said turn that man loose, that 
ou have done that we did not come 
ere to do, now run and keep your 
d—d mouths shut, and they did so. 
I went home and retired; heard he 
was very bad off the next day ; went 
to see him Tuesday and gave him 
some tobacco, and told him I would 
help him to anything he needed. He 
said he knew I was not implicated in 


the attack on him, but he knew the

I was 
at my house, which was in the neigh- 


Allen Jones, the deceased, and Col- 
lins, my fellow-prisoner. After he 
mentioned the matter to me, we 
parted, I going to the mill and he to 
the fodder field, where he was en- 
gaged saving fodder, &c. When I 
returned from the mill Isaw Hood in 
the field and asked if he was done 
taking up fodder. Hesaid he was, 
and came to the fence where I was 
standing. Hood said I _ have 
seen two young fellows, Johnny 
and Rufe Lassiter, who promised 
to help me whip Allen Jones. 
Davy Collins also promised to 
assist me. (Just here I would 
state that a prior arrangement had 
been made to whip the old man by 
the boys above named, and Hood 
had it stopped.) After he told me 
this I went on to my house with my 
meal, put up the horse, when ina 
few minutes Hood came to my house. 
He again asked me to join him in 
the attack on Allen Jones, and asked 
me to go with him over to David 
gow e party, that is they 
would tell metbey were in it. In go— 
ing to Collins’ house I called by Las- 
siter’s house, and asked the boys if 
they were going to engage in the 
raid on Allen Jones. John Lassiter 
said yes, and go over and get Collins 
to come over, He then went 
over to Collins’, which was early in 
the night. Hood asked him was he 
ready togo and whip Allen Jones. 
Collins got his coat, &c., and came 
with us over to Mrs. Jones’ house. 
As we got ainst the house 
Mr. Collins asked me to go 
to the house and tell 
Lassiter to come out. Ididso. Co 

lins and Lassiter talked some four 
minutes in the road privately. 
While they were talking I went 
down to my house, which was only 
about 100 yards distant. Soon the 
Lassiters and Collins came to my 
house and remarked that old Allen 
had come home. (Allen had gone 
to Joe Young’s that day to sell bas- 
kets and the intention was to whip 
him on the roadside before he got to 
his house.) I went to 
his house to see if he had got home- 
and finding him then returned 
and reported to the rest of the crowd. 
We went to Mrs. Jones where we re- 
mained talking about an hour. My- 
self and Collins and Hood then left, 
each going to our respective homes, 
leaving the Lassiter boys at home 
(Mrs. Jones.) Before Collins, Hood 
and myself parted in the road, it was 
agreed that we would whip Allen 
Jones early in the morning. I went 
home and went to sleep. About 11 
o’clock Richard Creech called by my 
house and tarried aboutan hour. At 
12 o’clock I was aroused by my dog’s 
barking, I went to the door and 
found Jamesand David Collins stand- 
ing in the road and calling me. [ 
went out and they said we are ready 
to whip Allen Jones. I agreed, and 
I was sent 


David Col- 


Hood. I did so, and Hood come back 
with me. We all agreed to go by 
what Collins said, provided Collins 
would do the whipping. Jake and 
myself went into bring himout. Jake 
grabbed him by his feet, and pulled 
him from his bed. Jones caught me 
by the legs, which saved him from 
falling to the floor. His wife com- 
menced screaming, and ran to the 
door, calling my name. While he 
had hold of my legs I struck him two 
licks to break his ‘‘holt’’ with an old 
hoe that I found sitting by the door 
as I went in the house. Hood then 
dragged him out to Collins, who was 
on the outside. He was then thrown 
over the fence, and all hands ran off. 
I had no idea he was seriously hurt, 
and feeling sorry for what I had done, 
went back and carried him to his 
house. I nursed and tended him 
during the night, and untii the day 
of his death.

MENT FXERCISES. 


FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


[BY OUR OWN REPORTER. ] 


The declamation by members of 
the Freshman Class took place on 
Monday night—all did well. Tues- 
day night members of the Sophmore 
Class declaimed in good style, and we 
wish we had time and space to speak 
of their efforts in detail. 

On Wednesday, at 10} o’clock. a. 
m., the annual sermon was preached 
by Bishop Keener. It was an admi- 
rable discourse from the text, Matthew 
4th chapter, ‘‘Then was Jesus led up 
into the wilderness to be tempted of 
the Devil, etc.’””’ Hestated that this 
was the most interesting period in the 

life of Christ—the time when he must 
show his divinity or be vanquished 
by the Arch Angel of perdition, 
showed subtlety with which the temp- 
ter approached our Sayiour, by ap- 
pealing to human nature when he 
was weak and in doubt as to hisown 
power; the God-like manner in 
which he resisted all the arguments 
of the Prince of Darkness, and the 
victory He obtained—that Christ was 
tempted as a man, and must conquer 
&s a wan ; hence, the devil, wat in the 
revolting form in which is tsually 
represented, but in all his barbaric 
mp and splendor as ruler of all the 
ingdoms of the earth, shows Christ 
his power, and dominion and tells 
him that all these shall be given Him 
without the shedding of blood, with- 
out the crown of thorns, the pain and 
agony, the toil, tribulation, suffering 
and the cross on Calvary—and to this 
he attaches but one cendition, viz: 
that Christ should worship him. 
That Chrit’s divinity here shone forth 
and the Adversary retreated from the 
field thoroughly vanquished—that 
the way to Heaven is a rough and 
thorny way, and can be traversed 
only through many tribulations. In 
conclusion he advised the young men 
to whom thesermon was addressed,to 
take Christ for their example in all 
things, to do the right in spite of all 
misfortunes and trials, not to use un- 
just or wicked means to hurry suc- 
cess; by living christian lives they 
gg receiye the reward of life eter- 
nal. 
The sermon was one of the best to 
which it has been our fortune to lis- 
ten, was eminently worthy of the 
man who delivered it, and worthy of 
the church to which he belongs. At 


the conclusion of the sermon, prayer 


was offered up by the venerable Dr. 
Brantley York, in a most impressive 
manner. 

At2 o’clock, p. m., of the same day, 
Rev. A. W. Wilson, D. D., of Wash- 
ington City, delivered 


THE LITERARY ADDRESS 


to a large and attentive audience. 
The Address was one of the best, if 
not the very best ever delivered from 
the rostrum of Trinity College, and 
we would like to be able to report it 
in full, but owing to the oppressive 
heat and other causes we did not get 
many notes. 

The speaker announeed as his 

e 
said that it was usually thought that 
a minister of the gospe] would preach 
asermon, especially after an magncing 
such a text as the above, but he di 
not propose to do so; that his special 
purpose was to gard against separa- 
ting everything pertaining to litera- 
ture from religion ; that the thought 
of God has in all ages given power to 
literature. The term literature cov- 
ers the ground of everything men 
have written. Literature is of two 
kinds—permanent and ephemeral ; 
from two sources—natural and in- 
spired. Inspired literature is the 
Hebrew or Scripture, that which had 
its birth in God; that there is noth- 
ing in human history that has ever 
been comparable to the literature of 
the Bible. The grandest thought the 
world has ever known has been 
inspired. The literature of an 
age is its character expressed by ge- 
nius. That Horner expressed the 
character of the Greeks in his undy- 
ing verse—that the stage was the 
pulpit of the Greeks—that Grecian 

iterature issombre in its style, so was 
their religion. ‘That literature takes 
itsshape from the writings of inspira- 
tion, and that the literature of to-day 
is tinged and tinctured with the 
thoughtand conception of the Apostle 
Paul, the learned Jew. 

In conclusion, he advised the young 
men not to read too much—that 
cramming is not good for mind or 
body—that one good book, thoroughly 
mastered, is better than a whole 
library skimmed over. 

The whole address abounded in 
gems of thought, rich in beauty of 
conception and elegance of expres- 
sion; and the close attention of the 
audience, although the day was op- 
pressively hot, and the chapel 
crowded, was an evidence that it was 
appreciated.

cy. 
Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and ‘Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 

§. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given, 
The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on aceount of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted :

His arrival at Cork was 
not expected and he therefore passed 
through the city unnoticed and took 
the train at 9 p.m. for Dublin, 
whenee he will proceed to London.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


Congressionai. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—fouse., 
Rusiness to-day was generally 
fined to District affairs. 

The bill abolishing the present 


vovernment of the District of Co- 


lumbia passed by a vote of 216 to 22. 
Wilson, of Indiana, from the Ju- 
diciary Committee, made a report ia 
the impeachment case of Judge Du- 
rell, of Louisiana, with resolutions, 
first, that Judge Durell be impench- 
ed for high crimes and misdemcan- 
ors; second, that a committee of two 
be appointed vy the House to go to 
the Senate and in the name of the 
House of Representatives impeach 
him, and inform the Senate that the 
House will in due time exhibit par- 
ticular articles of impeachment, and 
make good the same and demand 
that the Senate take an order for the 
appearance of Judge Durell to answer 
such impeschinent ; and third, that 
a committee be appointed to prepare 
articles of impeachment, with power 
tosend for persons aud papers, and 
to tuke testimony. 

Tremaine, of New York, presented 
n minority report signed by himsclt, 
Frvc, of Missouri, Cesna, of Penn- 
syfvania, and Ward, of illinois, dis- 
senting from the conelusious of the 
majority of the coniunittee, and re- 
commending that ail proceedings 
against Judge Durell discontine- 
ued. He also reported atother 
nority report signed tiv Powiand, of 
Vermont, stating, first, Uiat in re- 
gard to Judge Dureil’s midnight 
order he believed that the Judge had 
no proper legal jurisdiction to make 
it, but still that he, Poland, could 
not find that the Judge acted cor- 
ruptly, or with any belief that he 
was going beyond his jurisdiction. 
The whole people were excited, the 
times were violent and turbulent, 
and judicial calmness and correct- 
ness could hardly be expected. ‘The 
second point of Judge Poland’s re- 
port is that the evidence seems to es- 
tablish that some officers of Judge 
Durell’s court were guilty of clearly 
corrupt practices, and that the Judge 
was not watchful to scrutinize their 
conduet, but that there is no claim 
that he ever shared in any of the 
proceeds of their gains, and no di- 
rect evidenee that he knowingly 
sanctioned or approved their action, 
Third, that while the evidence ob- 
tained by a substantially exparte ex- 
amination only secured a bare ma- 
jority of the committee, it did not 
appear that the public interest would 
be furthered by presenting articles 
of impeachment. 

The various reports were ordered 
to be printed and recommitted, and 
then at aquarter past 5 o'clock the 
House took a recess till Jhalf past 7. 

The evening session is to be for 
business for the Comiunittee on Naval 
Affairs. 

SENATE—The bill amending the 
uct establishing the Western District 
Court of North Carolina was passed. 

Morey’s levee survey bill passed. 

Aleorn reported the two million 
levee bill. 

The postofilice appropriation bill 
passed withan amendment dispen- 
sing with the requisite for the pre- 
payment of postage on public docu- 
ments and providing that they shall 
be sent through the mails at a rate of 
postage not to exceed 2 cents per 
volume. 

The bill to pay the awards made by 
the Southern Claims Comunission 
was taken upand after a lengthy dis- 
cussion and on motion of the Com- 
mittee to strike out the appropriation 
of forty-five thousand dollars to pay 
the claim of Win. Bailey, of Louisia- 
na, and before reaching a vote, the 
bill was laid over untill to-morrow. 

The Senate aiso passed a bill to 
constitute Montgomery, Ala., a port 
of delivery. 

Sprague, from the Committee on 
Public Lands, reported without an 
amendment the bill extending the 
time for the completion of a railroad 
in the State of Louisiana from the 
Texas State Line toa point on the 
Mississippi River opposite Vicksburg.

The Senate Committee on Finance 
completed the consideration of the 
House tariff bill this morning, and 
it was reported to the Senate. The 
act is to take effect on July Ist, 1874. 
Among the amendments are the foi- 
lowing: The duty on still wines is 
40 cents per gallon in casks and $1.60 
per dozen in cases. The 2 per cent. 
allowance for breakage and leakage 
is stricken out. Hops are stricken 
out, leaving the duty at the present 
rates on chromate and bichromate of 
een 4 cents instead of 4} as fixed

the House. Macecaroni and ver- 
micilli 2 cents per pound instead of 3 
and 5 as in the House bill.

In 
the course of a year the provision al- 
lowing a drawback on exported and 
manufactured tobacco to the extent 
of the duty paid on sugar and licorice 
which enter into its preparation.
